** You can imagine that because I’m a store- 
owner as well as a columnist stud, I get asked 
"What word processor would you recommend?” 
And that’s a pretty loaded question. The answer is 
not the same for everyone. Most people, myself 
included, can get away with something simple 
like Word Writer ST or First Word Plus. Word 
Writer works for me — for writing a magazine 
column and for writing papers for school. For 
other folks, either because they need the power it 
offers or are scared they might, WordPerfect 
might be more appropriate. For someone hell¬ 
bent for proportional spacing and footnotes, 
WordPerfect definitely does a good job. But still 
other folks, if they’re looking to do a bit more 
DTP type work with different sized fonts and 
graphics, might consider Wordflair II or 
WordUp. These programs utilize Atari’s GDOS 
though, and are going to print very slow on any 
printer but the SLM605 or SLM804. A couple of 
new programs, That’s Write and Write On are 
also available now, and they allow more com¬ 
plete access to printer capabilities and allow in¬ 
clusion of graphics. So, what should you get? 
Weigh the features, as they’re listed here, with the 
cost, and realize that not everyone needs every 
feature. Be rational, and if you want to chat about 
it, please feel free to give me a call. — Dave

It occurs to me, as I create this catalog of vitality, that lots of 
people don’t really know how ST RAM works, and that it would 
be a real public service if I explained it. It goes this way. 

The Atari ST can address up to 32 RAM chips, either 256 
Kilobit or 1 Megabit RAM chips to be precise. The 520ST has six¬ 
teen 256K RAM chips in it (8 x 256 Kbits x 2 = 512 Kilobytes = 1/2 
Megabyte). The 1040ST has 32 256K RAM chips (8 x 4 x 256 Kbits 
= 1024 Kilobytes = 1 Megabyte). The Mega ST 2 has sixteen 1MB 
RAM chips in it (8 x 1 Mbit x 2 = 2048 Kilobytes = 2 Megabytes). 
The Mega ST 4 has 32 1MB RAM chips in it (8 x 1 Mbit x 4 = 4096 
Kilobytes = 4 Megabytes). This is the maximum. 

Not only can the ST not address more than 32 RAM chips, it 
can’t access weird numbers like 27 RAM chips. You have to have 
either 16 or 32. Installing 27 RAM chips into your 32 chip Z-RAM 
3D will get you no additional benefit. This means that the follow¬ 
ing memory 7 configurations are the only ones possible with any 
68000 based ST RAM upgrade: 512K, 1MB, 2MB, 2.5MB, and 4MB. 
If you think about what this says, it basically means, “You can 
have any combination of 256K or 1MB RAM chips as long as you 
have 16 of one, the other, or both and you don’t go below 16 
chips or exceed 32 chips.” That’s it. 

New 4MB RAM chips are available, but the ST can’t use them. 
It’s missing an address line (and more!) So don’t be expecting to 
take your 520 up to 16MB anytime soon. Trying to use 4MB RAM 
chips in an ST would be like calling J-3192 in bingo. 

So what are SIMMS? They’re Single In-Line Memory Modules. 
Essentially, a SIMM is eight RAM chips soldered onto a little circuit 
board. That’s it. The advantage with SIMMs is that they’re easy to 
handle; there’s no worry of bending pins, or losing little chips. The 


disadvantage with SIMMS is that if one chip on a SIMM goes bad, 
because SIMMS frequently use surface mounted chips, it’s basically 
impossible to replace just that chip. You’ll need to get a whole 
new SIMM, but they’re not terribly expensive, either. 

The 520, 1040, and Mega STE’s use SIMMS (as do the JRI and 
“Best” SIMM boards), and you can use 256K or 1MB SIMMS to 
create any memory combination of 512K (2 256K SIMMS), 1MB (4 
256K SIMMS), 2MB (2 1MB SIMMS) or 4MB (4 1MB SIMMS). The 
2.5MB (2 of each kind) configuration won’t work on the STE’s due 
to an operating system bug. But the important point to remember 
here is that with the all of those memory configurations, even 
though you’re using SIMMS, you’re still following the golden rule 
of ST RAM (no less than 16, no more than 32 chips, any combina¬ 
tion of 256 or 1MB). 

Some ST’s can only handle a maximum of 1MB. Some of the 
MMUs (Memory Management Units) Atari has used will not allow 
any configuration past 1MB. If you have a square (68 pin) chip 
near your RAM in your computer, labeled C025912-38, you should 
be able to go up to 4MB with no problems. If you do not have this 
chip, you should contact us for more information. Most ST’s will 
be able to handle 4MB, and if your ST will not work with 4MB, we 
can sell you one of these MMUs for $49. 

Speed of RAM is also an issue, but not typically on the ST. 
Faster RAM will not make your ST go faster. Buying RAM faster 
than 100 nanoseconds (80 ns or less) is unnecessary and pointless. 
Stick to speeds of 100 or 120 and you’ll be OK. Even 150’s will 
usually work flawlessly. 

So that’s the scoop with ST RAM. And as with most things, it 
all boils down to common sense.

and can also shear delicate pins off the side of the MMU chip. 

Not all brands of RAM chips will work with the Z-RAM 
boards either. And sometimes slight modifications must be made to 
the computer or to the board. 

But despite these few pitfalls, the Z-RAM is still one of the 
easiest boards to install, and we recommend it highly. Our 

basic rule of thumb is this: If you're comfortable with electronics, 
have good eyesight, and you're not a Type A personality, then you 
will probably have no problem installing it. 

Otherwise, we suggest you have us install it. We have Ray. 
who is a Type A personality (but has heen behaviorally modified) 
and does a great job with these installations. He just loves to do 
them. All you have to do is send $39 and a six pack of Cherry 
Cokes. (Grin.)

PC Emulation? A Necessary Evil? 


I am a minimalist. That means I don’t 
seek “means” and then lie awake to dream 
up “ends” to utilize those methods. Rather, 
I envision what I want to do and then find 
the best and cheapest way to accomplish 
that task. And that’s what any sane person 
would do for just about any problem, 
whether buying lunch at McDonalds to 
satisfy their hunger or buying a minivan to 
haul kids or lumber. They act to meet their 
needs. 

So far, I have had absolutely no need for a 
PC emulator, or a PC clone, for that matter. 
(I’d be more likely to buy a clone than an 
emulator if I needed PC compatibility, but 
that’s just a question of technique.) In fact, 
you can rest assured that when you order, 
see an ad, or read this catalog from Toad 
Computers that none of it was done with 
the help of either a PC emulator or a PC 


clone. That’s just because at no time have I 
needed PC compatibility to do anything 
that matters to me. 

People say to me, “Gee, there’s so much 
software available for IBM and it’d be great 
to be compatible!” When I pursue that 
thread, they aren’t interested in any par¬ 
ticular program, just that “vast array” of 
IBM crud 

I appeal to you, oh wise Atari owners, to 
consider whether it is actually necessary for 
you to run PC software. A good way to 
determine this is to study what’s available 
for the PC. Locate a piece of software and 
ask yourself, “Could this money be better 
spent on cat litter?” If not, then ask your¬ 
self, “Is this program roughly equivalent to 
something on the ST?” If not, ask yourself, 
“Are there enough other programs like this 


to justify the purchase of a PC emulator?” If 
you come out of that still thinking that a 
PC emulator is the right thing for you to 
buy, then you should buy one. That means 
that this program will actually do you some 
good and it’s worth your while to be able 
to use it. You’d be surprised how many 
people don’t even consider that process. 

The point is that PC compatibility is not 
mandatory. Weasels like John Sununu are 
the kind of people who made George Bush 
use a PC compatible. Poor guy! 640K 
memory limit! Just think what would have 
happened if I’d been the Chief of Staff. 

Don’t buy PC compatibility if you don’t 
need it. Unless you’re really into giving us 
extra sales as a donation for the swell 
public service we provide, don’t bother.

Atari Eight Bit 



The Atari Eight Bit machines are now 
twelve years old. Yep, it was 1979 when 
the Atari 800 popped out of the bosom of 
Atari, and things have not been the same 
since. 

The 800 was a revolutionary machine. I 
was impressed to the point of causing 
myself sleep deprivations on many 
weekends. From ten until sixteen, I was a 
fettish eight bitter. Great games, great 
graphics, a great basic to program in, plus 
modems, printers, and countless other 
goodies to waste my money on proved to 
be indispensible in my computer educa¬ 
tion, and I don’t regret any of it, nor do I 
consider any of it useless now. 

If you’re reading this. I’m sure you know 
that the eight bit has undergone a serious 
decline in popularity over recent years 
(something not entirely unnatural, wrong 


or unexpected). But it has happened, and 
things that once cost an arm and a leg are 
reduced to yard-sale fodder. But the fact 
remains, these machines are irreplaceable 
for learning about how computers work. 
And for many applications, such as word 
processing, running a bulletin board sys¬ 
tem, and using things like Print Shop, the 
eight bits are no less useful or important 
than they were in 1982. 

What we've tried to do is equalize the 
market out a bit - to take unwanted 
machinery (which is just filling up closet 
space) and give people cash for it, and 
redistribute it to people who really want it. 
You might think of it as a bit like Good¬ 
will. While it's a bit more profitable, the 
idea’s essentially the same: turn one man's 
clutter into another man's jewels. 

We mostly try to acquire complete eight 


bit systems, then break them down and 
sell all the software and hardware 
separately. This means that many pieces of 
software which the FBI can't find are 
readily available, but not always for very 
long. So we have tried to put together a 
fairly comprehensive listing of what we 
frequently find here. But there's always 
more stuff and always more variety. 

Our policy on hardware is that all new 
and used hardware has a 90 day warranty 
unless otherwise noted. With used soft¬ 
ware. we guarantee that the stuff works, 
but if it doesn't for some reason, we'll ob¬ 
viously replace it.

Fibrins Your Computer: Top 5 Hits! (Literally) 

Dave Troy 


The ST Computers are pretty reliable in 
general. Most machines go for years at a 
time with no problems. But if your 
machine has a problem, you’re not the 
first to have had it; there are certain 
problems which are particularly pervasive. 
I’ve compiled a list of the most common 
ST problems and given hints as to what 
might cause them. Most people will find 
that their problem falls into one of these 
categories. 

Atari 520ST (External Disk Drive) - The 

most frequent problem with 520ST’s is that 
the chips get loose, causing an assortment 
of problems. The most common one is the 
inability to read disks properly, which 
makes the user to believe that all of his 
disks are blank, which is bad. If you turn 
on your machine, double click on the “A” 
drive icon and the window reads “0 bytes 
in 0 files,” then you have this problem. To 
cure this problem (and this method is 
worth a shot for just about any problem), 


lift the left side of the machine about six 
inches above a hard surface and drop it. 
Do this up to five times, if necessary. If 
things still don’t clear up, then call us. If 
your problem was cured, then your 
machine needs to be taken apart and have 
its chips reseated and the machine 
cleaned. This should clear up all problems 
for a good while. 

Atari 1040ST/520STfm/Mega ST - The 

power supplies in these machines go bad 
frequently and require replacement. You 
have two options. The first is to send us 
your old power supply and $55 and we’ll 
exchange it for a new Atari supply. Best 
Electronics makes a good replacement 
supply, too, (which is less likely to go 
bad), and we sell it for $65. Call for more 
information. 

ST Printer Troubles - The ST uses the 
Yamaha YM2149 sound chip to control its 
parallel printer port. (It is a chip with eight 


data lines that happened to be free.) When 
your printer goes bad, some or all of your 
sound chip has probably gone bad. A 
Yamaha YM2149 costs $16, and we can 
install it if necessary. Call for more 
information. 

ST Monitors - Many of the SC1224’s and 
SM124’s floating around these days are 
dying of natural causes, and not usually 
the same ones. Usually, tracking down the 
problem is more time consuming than it’s 
worth; and when you do find the 
problem, the parts are often unavailable. 
Atari has an exchange policy: $105 for 
SM124’s, $239 for SC1224’s (to go to the 
new SC1435). We recommend it. Call for 
more information. 

Well, those are the most common repairs 
that we do. If you find yourself in need of 
any repair work, common or uncommon, 
please give us a call. Call Ray - he loves 
repairs!

The Amphibian Hard Disk Primer 

A Scat by Dave Troy • 


Back in 1988 I wrote a series of articles 
called “Hard Drive Myths and Mysteries” 
which appeared in several magazines. 
Since then, things have changed a little 
bit, and because lots of folks still seem to 
have questions about how hard drives 
work on the ST, I thought I’d write a bit 
of an update here. 

Host Adapters — what are they? The 

Atari ST computers have a port which 
Atari calls ACSI (ak-see), meaning Atari 
Computer System Interface. It’s charac¬ 
terized by the trapezoidally shaped DB19 
connector (like the one on the back of 
your ST). Hard drives and hard drive 
controllers hook up through an interface 
called SCSI (scuz’-zy), Small Computer 
System Interface, a standard thought up 
in the mid-eighties by Alan Shugart, a 
hard drive Buddha, and his pals. SCSI 
usually uses a 50 pin connector, and in a 
modified form uses a 25 pin connector. A 
host adapter is a board that converts 
from ACSI to SCSI and thus converts 
from a 19 pin connection to a 50 pin 
connection and allows the connection of 
a hard drive to the ACSI (DMA) port. All 
host adapters require a 5 volt input to 
operate. 

Controllers aren’t Host Adapters. If I 

had to pick a single thing to correct in 
this world, it probably wouldn’t be the 
popular urge to call host adapters “con¬ 
trollers,” but it sure would be in my top 
ten. Host adapters aren’t controllers and 
vice versa. A host adapter, as you now 
know, is an interface and acts only as a 
vehicle for data and commands. A con¬ 
troller is the part of a hard drive system 
that has brains and tells the hard drive 
hardware what to do. Controllers can be 
imbedded or separate. 

Way back around early 1988, hard drive 
setups on the ST typically consisted of an 
ST506/412 type hard driye, an MFM 
or RLL controller board, a host adapt¬ 
er, and a power supply Jin short, an 
ST506/412 hard drive is one that needs a 
separate controller. MFM and RLL con¬ 
trollers convert from SCSI commands into 
commands that hard drives can under¬ 
stand like, “go to this plac^ and read or 
write.” MFM controllers u$e “standard” 
encoding when writing to hard drives. 


RLL controllers use a “compacted” format 
which will squeeze about 50% more from 
the same media. (It should be noted that 
MFM and RLL controllers are just about 
impossible to buy now due to the in¬ 
dustry migration to SCSI imbedded hard 
drives.) 

Dissecting the Atari SH204: Why early 
hard drives had to be slow. The Atari 
SH204, the popular (first) 20MB drive 
from way back in 1986, is a good illustra-

tion of a hard drive that uses a separate 
controller. Let’s see what’s inside. First, 
there’s a Tandon 20MB MFM ST506 type 
hard drive. Then there’s an Adaptec 
4000A controller and an Atari host adapt¬ 
er. So, when your computer wants a par¬ 
ticular piece of data, the request for the 
data and ultimately the data itself must 
take six buses to get downtown. The 
computer has to send its request to the 
Atari host adapter. There it has to switch 
and get to the Adaptec controller, and 
from there it has to get to the Tandon it¬ 
self. Then the hard drive has to send the 
data back to the controller, then to the 
host adapter, and back to the computer. 
This is slow. And all this switching is 
why the SH204 typically has a through¬ 
put rate of well under 400K per second. 

A SCSI drive eliminates a lot of this 
porkfat by combining the hard drive and 
controller into one integrated unit. Let us 
take another example. 

Dissecting the Toad 85: A Lesson in 
Good Design. In the Toad 85, you have 
a simplified design containing only a 
SCSI 85MB hard drive and an ICD Ad¬ 
vantage Plus host adapter. Discounting 
the fact that the ICD host adapter is bet¬ 
ter and faster than the Atari equivalent, 
the biggest speed increase in this mixture 
comes from having fewer bus stops for 
the data to wait at. Data goes from the 


computer to the host adapter to the hard 
drive. That’s only one intermediate stop 
instead of two, and that improves relia¬ 
bility and speed. So the throughput rate 
on the Toad 85 is typically just under 
700K per second. That’s not bad, and it’s 
near double what the SH204 did 5 years 
ago - and what some other hard drives 
are doing now. 

Removable Cartridge Hard Drives: 
What’s the big difference? There’s not 
a lot of difference between a removable 
cartridge hard drive and a fixed hard 
drive. The biggest difference is that you 
can take the media out of a cartridge 
drive and you can’t take it out of a fixed 
drive (without making it into a per¬ 
manent frisbee). Other than that, they’re 
very comparable. Everybody wants to 
know if they’re reliable. We’ve been sell¬ 
ing the Toadfile 44’s for over two years 
now and in that time we’ve had more 
defective fixed hard drives than remov¬ 
ables. And more often than not, when 
there’s a defect with the removables, it’s 
in the drive and it doesn’t affect the data. 
A fixed hard drive can’t get you this fea¬ 
ture. And the two year warranty on the 
Toadfile 44 drive, combined with statis¬ 
tics, show that a removable hard drive is 
more reliable than a fixed hard drive 
when it comes to data security. Speed- 
wise, the Toadfile 44 is just another SCSI 
drive, so it will be comparable to the 
Toad 85 in speed. 

Access Time: It may not be as impor¬ 
tant as you think. There is a danger in 
comparing things by way of measurable 
numbers. Numbers don’t always matter 
that much — and certain statistics may 
not apply to certain people. Access time 
is a number to which people pay too 
much attention. And most people don’t 
even know what it is. It’s the average 
amount of time it takes for the drive’s 
head to get from arbitrary point A to ar¬ 
bitrary point B. So a 28 millisecond ac¬ 
cess time isn’t noticeably different from a 
25 millisecond access time. Observe the 
following. 

Suppose you’ve got to read a really big 
file, and it’s written contiguously on your 
hard disk. You will observe almost no 
measurable difference between a 40ms 
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drive and a 28ms drive, because the 
drive head only has to move from one 
track to the next. There’s no jumping 
around so there’s no cumulative dif¬ 
ference in speed. You’ll see that the 
throughput rate of these drives will make 
more of a difference. 

Access time begins to make more of a 
difference after hard drive files have had 
a chance to become “fragmented," which 
means that files are no longer written to 
contiguous areas of the disk. Fragmenta¬ 
tion is a natural process that occurs as 
the hard drive re-uses sectors from 
deleted files and tries to “fill-in” all the 
available areas of the media. But even 
when your system tries to read one of 
these fragmented files, unless it's really 
long or you're trying to read it repeated¬ 
ly, the total speed difference will be un- 
noticeable. Operating systems which are 
disk intensive, such as the Mac OS, can 
really benefit from a smaller access time 
because fragmented files may need to be 
read repeatedly. But on the ST, where 
most files are read once and then forgot 
about, better access times are usually 
only mildly helpful. 


5.25” or 3.5”: It doesn’t matter. This 
doesn't come up as often as it used to. 
but it's worth explaining nonetheless. 
These measurements don't describe any¬ 
thing other than form factor. And a 
smaller drive isn't necessarily faster than 
a bigger one. Example: the Tandon 3.5” 
drive used in the SH20-t is much slower 
than the larger 5.25" drive used in the 
Toad 85MB drive. Proponents of 3 5'' 
drives say that there's less heat buildup 
because there's less mass to move, and 
thus the drive life is longer. This is a nice 
theory, but if you look at the mean time 
between failures of comparable 3.5” and 
5.25” drives, they're identical. So it's not 
really correct to say that smaller is better. 
The drives are designed to meet similar 
specifications. Choose whichever drive is 
best for the job. 

Building it yourself: It may be more 
trouble (and money) than it’s worth. 

Lots of folks are convinced that building 
your own hard drive from scratch is 
cheaper and easier. I submit that it's not. 
When an end user has to deal with brand 
new components out of the box. the 
chances of some single component being 


defective or some connection being 
made incorrectly are rather high, and the 
end user doesn't have access to a stack 
of drive mechanisms or host adapters to 
try. Where building it yourself becomes 
much more economical is when you've 
already got one component — like the 
drive mechanism or case and you don't 
want to buy another one. Otherwise, buy 
the whole system already assembled 
from us. It'll be cheaper and it'll work 
when you get it! 

The Future: 2GB Hard Drives? Mass 
storage in the future seems to be leaning 
towards optical media. But don't expect 
your hard drive to be “useless" just be¬ 
cause things are changing. While exciting 
times are ahead, hard drives are still an 
economical, fast and convenient storage 
medium and they'll be used by hobbyists 
and industry well into the 21st century. 

Just an overview. Call for philosophy.

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Mac Emulation: My friend Dave 


Mac emulation is fun. Thank Dave 
Small for it. If it wasn’t for him - and 
Sandy, and Barb, and experience - Mac 
emulation would just be another vapor 
product. 

How does it work? The Spectre GCR is 
a cartridge that plugs into the side of any 
Atari ST/TT computer. It contains some 
custom circuitry plus two 28 pin ROM 
sockets. The 128K Mac System ROMS 
plug into these sockets. These Macintosh 
ROMS, combined with Dave Small’s soft¬ 
ware, allow your Atari to think it’s a Mac. 
And it even reads Mac disks. 

Why is reading Mac disks so hard? 

Apple chose a format for their floppy 
disks that has a weird requirement: that 
the floppy drive be able to change its 
rotation speed depending on the track 


being accessed. In short, this is com¬ 
pletely different from and foreign to the 
way ST disks are accessed. The ST uses a 
fixed speed drive. 

If you were to play a Mac disk as if it 
were an LP record, the songs would start 
out normal and get real fast towards the 
center. This is the problem Dave Small 
had to overcome when he created the 
Spectre GCR. How do you make all the 
songs sound normal? How do you trans¬ 
late from a variable speed recording to a 
fixed speed recording using only a fixed 
speed drive? 

Well, Dave did something funky. He 
wrote software that would emulate a 
variable speed drive, burned it into some 
chips, and let it loose on ST floppies. As 
a result, with the Spectre GCR’s help, you 


can read Mac disks on just about any ST, 
with no modifications. 

Color or Monochrome? The best way 
to use the Spectre GCR is with an Atari 
SMI24 monochrome monitor. You get a 
screen that’s significantly bigger than that 
of the Mac Classic, and it’s easier on the 
eyes. While it has been possible to use a 
color monitor with the Spectre in the 
past, the color support is awkward. It’s 
not possible to support color Mac pro¬ 
grams with the 128K ROMs, but never 
say never to Dave Small — he’s looking 
into using the 256K ROMs.
